Buller’s Difficult Task. : 

General Buller’s task was to force the 
river and the ridge. The former was passa- 
ble only by occasional drifts; the latter was 
strongly fortified at the probable points of 
attack. It is impossible to avoid frontal at- 
tacks, because the Boers hold the inside of 
the circle and possess superior mobility. 
Theretore, whenever an attack is aimed at 
the bulk of the Boers’ covering (besieging) 
army, it will be met with difficulties. The 
passing of the river would give ample tune 
to the Boers to intrench, but the whole rtver 
line was soon fortified. 

General Joubert’s dash southward in No- 
vember covered the preparations and the 
lines of investment at Ladysmith, well made, 
so strong that a small force was sufficient 
to prevent sorties, leaving the remainder of 
the Boer army, estimated variously from 
12,000 to 25,000, available to hold the moun- 
tain ridges against Buller. 
Recognizing that any attack would de- 
come frontal, General Buller determined to 
attack first along the line of the railway, 
and the battle of Colenso was fought, with 
the results now known. 4 ; 

The extraordinary strength of the enemy's 
position was then displayed. .A German 
military attaché observed that it would re- 
quire two army corps to turn it. 

After the arrival of reinforcements an ef- 
fort. was made by feinting at Petgieter’s 
Drift and striking at Triegardt's Drift. This 
nearly succeeded, but at the critical moment 
General Warren shrank from ordering a 
bloody frontal assault on the Boer right. 
Captured Boers all express amazement that 
the relieving army should have attempted 
what they considered utterly impossible. — 


LORD ROBERTS NOW IN CHARGE. 


Spencer Wilkinson, the War Expert 
Writer, Reviews the South Af- | 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—Spencer Wilkinson, 
the military expert, reviewing the south 
African situation. at midnight says: 

“Lord Roberts has now taken hoid of the 
campaign. His strategy evidently is to act 
in the western theater of war with energy 
enough to. move the center of gravity 
thither. General Buller's move must, there- 
fore, be considered in its place in a general 
scheme. The idea seems to be that if Gen- 
eral Buller cannot skin the bear himself 
he can hold its leg while some one else does. 
Accoraiigiy General Buller is not to risk 
his army, but, short of that, is to give the 
Boers as much to do in Natal as he can. 

“ His attack of the last week was hardly 
carried out with the push that marks a man 
resolved to win or be broken. In any case, it 
is no easy task te cross a river in order to 
pierce the front of the enemy posted beyond 
it. Modern weapons favor an attack which 
envelops a flank, but not an attack which 
tries to break the center of an army.

The Village of Harvey is suffering from an 
epidemic of mumps. It is said since last De- 
cember there have been several hundred 
cases in the village. One death has resulted, 


several residents are seriously ill, the schools 
are crippled by the illness of both the pupils 
and the teachers, and some business places 
have been closed because of the illnessof the 
proprietors. The physicians of Harvey are 
so overworked that medical assistance has 
been summoned from neighboring villages. 
The epidemic was felt first among the chil- 
dren. At one time fully a third of the en- 
rolled pupils were ill. Over a fourth of the 
teachers were ill at the same time, and for 
several days it was a serious question 
whether the schools could be kept open. 

Even the village government was an in- 
direct victim of the disease. The City Coun- 
ell had given a contract for the erection of 
a new hosehouse, but the contractor was 
stricken and the time for the completion of 
the contract had to be extended. 

The recent death of Harry Sweeney, the 
young son of John M. Sweeney, is attributed 
to the mumps. The disease has attacked J. 
R. Simmons, a contractor, so severely that 
it is feared that his sight will be destroyed, 
and George Truax, a grocer, is suffering 
from an attack of paralysis, the chief cause 
of which was the mumps. He is not expect- 
ed to live.

ANTONIO, Tex. Feb. 6.—Texas’ 
contribution to the great Paris 
world’s fair will be the Dobie steer.

Presi- 
dent I. W. Litchfield, a graduate of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, has said 
that he paid $5 a gallon to Mr. Tripler for 
liquefied air, and still Mr. Tripler claims he 
can make it for 15 cents a galion. Is there 


any better business opportuni Jn. the 
world? Take your air, which costs nothing, 
add 18 cents’ worth of power, and get 


$5. 

It is easy to figure that @ 50 horse-power 
engine can produce in a day from five to ten 
gallons of liquid air. This makes the mini- 
mum cost about Ii a gallon, and to operate 
an engine driven by liquid air would cost 
about $6 an hour. 

„This liquid-air scheme seems to have no 
connection with a large New Jersey corpo- 
ration recently formed to make what is called 
air power. The latter aims merely to dis- 
tribute compressed air through a city by 
pipes, with taps at convenient corners, so 
that motor vehicles could be charged by 
them. That this is a practicable scheme is 
demonstrated in our own city by the North 
Clark street night cars, which run four miles 
with only one charge of the reservoir. 

Mr. Tripler’s work is original only in the

This par- 
ticular steer, which on the ranch goes by 
the name of Champion, but is known over 
the State as the Dobie steer,” was calved 
about the year 1891 close to the Mexican 


border and was bought by Mr. Dobie in 


1894 in a herd of 1,000 beeves. Since that 


time the steer has been domiciled on the 


Kentuck ranch, where, under the civilizing 
influence of the barb wire fence and fre- 
quent roundups,“ his wild spirit has been 
brought into thorough subjugation. He 
measures fifteen hands and weighs between 
1,600 and 1.700 pounds. His enormous horns 
from point to point measure 9 feet 7 inches. 
The horns could easily be made to measure 
over ten feet if taken off the steer, steamed, 
and straightened. When the steer is stand- 


ing in a natural position on level ground 


the tip ends of his horns are fully six feet 
above the ground. 

Time was, fifteen or less years ago, when 
the long horns were no curiosity in Texas, 
but were roaming in great herds over the

prairies, from the Red River to the Rio 
Grande. They were the native cattle of 
the plains, whose ancestors came over with 
Cortez and the early Spanish settlers. The 
law of the survival of the fittest doomed 
the long horn to extinction, and today there 
are, north of the Rio Grande, but few sur- 
viving specimens of the nd old herds 
that have been so closely interwoven with 
the history of the State.

Professor Patterson’s Views. 


Many absurd claims have been made 
by ignorant or unscrupulous persons as to 
the value and use of liquid air,“ said Pro- 
fessor Patterson. Some of their claims 
have been made the basis for speculation in 
the Stocks of companies formed to use liquid 
air.“ And then the speaker quoted the fol- 
lowing statement made by Mr. Tripler over

But I actual- 
ly find that I can produce for every two gal- 
lons of liquid air that I pour into my engine 
a larger quantity of liquid air from my 
liquefyer. I have actually made ten gallons 
of liquid air in my liquefyer by the use of 
about three gallons in my engine. There is 
therefore a surplusage of seven gallons that 
has cost me nothing and which I can use 
3 as power —I. e.: perpetual mo- 

on.

In summing up Professor Patterson said 
the cost of liquid air could not be reduced 
to compare with the cost of steam from coal; 
that there were no uses for liquid air for 
power when the user must pay the differ- 
ence; that for refrigeration it was about as

Where Ruskin Worked. 


Beside the drawing-room, and, like it, over- 
looking the lake, is the study, where so many 
happy working hours of the professor were passed.

Beside the doorway stands his great 
terrestrial globe; above it, and flanking the door 
on either hand, several fine Turner water colors. 
On the right at the end of the room is the fire- 
place, and above it a madonna and child, one of 
the most exquisite examples of the falence of 
Lucca della Robbia, ‘* fashioned by the master’s 
own hand and absolutely perfect,“ as Ruskin 
said the first time I saw it. Here, beside the 
hearth and next to the window, was the pro- 
fessor’s favorite corner. 

Bookcases abound and and cabinets. 
In the first low press stretching across the room 
ig that wonderful collection of Turner drawings, 
too precious to be allowed to hang upon the walls. 
Framed and hermetically sealed they ate slid 
into grooves, as plates are slid into the rack by 
the scullery maid. Further on is the writing 
desk proper, and behind it that wonderful huge 
press that holds half the lions of Brantwood. 
Below are the mineral cabinets. One series of 
Grawers contains nothing but opals. Pulling out 
one in which are lumps of stone, veined or plas- 
tered with large masses of dark blue opal, 
There!“ said the professor, never before, I 
verily believe, have such gigantic pieces of opal 
been seen—certainly not pieces that that 
lovely color. I'm strong in stones, he went on, 
“and this collection of agates is the finest in the 
Kingdom.“ In another series are the crystals, 
and in yet another rich specimens of gold in every 
condition in which it has been found; and so 
forth throughout the whole extent of the great 
meat of drawers. 

Above is a collection, almost unmatched, of 
splendid books and manuscripts of all periods, of 
special interest on their own account, and some- 
times on that of. previous possessors. The en- 
manuscripts of the tenth, twelfth, and thir- 
teenth centuries are of exceptional beauty. “I 
know of no stronger proof of the healthy condi- 
tion of the church at that time,“ said Ruskin, 
as he showed me the books with pride, and finger- 
ing them with loving familiarity, yet sometimes, 
I thought, with a sort of easy indifference, ‘‘ than 
the evidence of these books, when they used to 
write their psalm books so beautifully and play 
with their initial letters so freely and artistically.

‘THE CHURCH AND ITALY. 


There are indications that Leo XIII.

a jubilee year, the “holy year.” @ * 
jubilee of the Jews,” writes Alzog, the 
historian, “or, rather, a custom analogous 
to it, was perpetuated under the Chris- 
tian dispensation, and during the closing 
year of every century an extraordinary 
throng of pilgrims might be seen in Rome. 

This authoritative 
shows that at Rome a century has always 
begun at the end of the year of jubilee or 
| “holy year,” and that Leo followed the 
example of his predecessors since the mid- 
dle ages in designating this the jubilee year 


to follow, ‘The jubilee year was always 
distinguished by extraordinary acts of rec- 
onciliation. Under the Jewish dispensa- 
tion debts were forgiven in the jubilee 
year, enemies became friends, differences 
were settled, and harmony was rendered 
obligatory and universal. 
For thirty years the church has refused 
to recognize the Kingdom of Italy. Wrest- 
ed by force from the Pope, the papal states 
have been claimed as an appanage of the 
Chair of Peter by Leo as they were by his 
predecessor, who submitted against his will 
to what he condemned as spoliation. On 
his deathbed Victor Emmanuel returned to 
the spiritual fold of the church without, 
however, making arrangements for what 
the Pontiff would ha ve described as resti- 
tution. The crown and Parliament prof- 
fered u modus vivendi to the papacy in 
1871. It consisted of recognition of the 
Pope as head of the Church of Italy, with 
} perpetual possession of the Vatican and 
Lateran palaces and the Villa Castel Gan- 
delfo, together with an annual subsidy of 
$645,000. Pius IX. scorned what he de- 
nounced as a bribe. Leo has followed the 
example of Pius. The church has never 
intimated a willingness to compromise with 
the government and the allowance has 
never been paid, The papacy has been sup- 
ported during a generation by the voluntary 
gifts of its children all over the world. 
Meanwhile the Italians who shared the 
Pontiff's views were advised to refrain 
. from. voting as a protest against the pre- 
tensions of the reigning house. In local 
contests not involving imperial policies all 
the people have voted for some years. It 
is now confidently predicted that the ban 
is wholly to be removed. If the prediction 
be verified only one inference is possible 
—that Leo is preparing the way for a rec- 
onciliation of church and state. Italy 
ean accept it only on one fundamental con- 
dition—namely: That each shall be supreme 
in its own sphere, that the state shall not 


spiritual functions by the Pope, and that 
the church shall refrain from interference 
with the state. It means necessarily adop- 
tion of the Kingdom of Italy as legitimate 
ruler of Italy in all things politiel. 
Nine-tenths of the Roman Catholics of 
the entire world would welcome this ter- 
mination of a quarrel mutually hurtful to 
Italy and the papacy. In consequence of 
a contention with whose origin this genera- 
tion was not connected, education in Italy 
has suffered disgracefully. The arts have 
fallen into decay. Wrangles and scandals 
have occupied both church and - state to 
the disedification and baffling of the masses 
of the people, who truly have said “ a plague 
o' both your houses.” Time has only con- 
firmed the philosophic truth that union 
of church and state is.to their mutual dis- 
aster, that each should be independent of 
the other, and that both should devote 
themselves to the Welfare of the people. 


The church in all countries has enough 


of its own affairs to look after; it ought to 
leave politics to statesmen. Leo XIII. will 
add another to the universally recognized 
glories of his pontificate by unreservedly 
accepting the events Providence has or- 
dained and by appointing a commission to 
secure a free church in a free Italy. 


A PRO-ENGLISH TREATY. 

The Parliamentary Secretary for the 
Foreign office was asked last week in the 
House of Commons what compensating 
advantages, if any, had been secured in 
exchange for rights under the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty to be relinquished by. the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. His reassuring reply 
was that “the advantages of the former 
convention relative. to the neutrality of the 
eanal and the protection of trade and com- 
merce under conditions of entire equality 
having been fully maintained“; there was 
no question ot compensation. | ; 
This does not tell the whole story. When 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty was ratified it 
was supposed that most of the capital in- 
vested in the Nicaragua Canal, if one was 
built, would be British capital. This coun- 
try did not have enough of its own for do- 
mestic use. In 1850 56 per cent of the ton- 
nage of American and foreign vessels which 
entered the seaports of the United States 
from foreign countries was American ton- 
nage. This country then had an ocean ma- 
rine. But during the fiscal year 1898 57 
per cent of the tonnage entered at ports in 


er foreign, and only 20 per cent Amer- 
can.

ties, in which case they would come under 
the fixed fare provision. 

In Milwaukee grants were originally 
made for twenty-five years, with a pro- 
vision that the fare should “not exceed 
five cents; and though in 1874 the then 
existing franchises were unfortunately ex- 
‘tended for fifty years, local sentiment has 
been strongly against long time grants. 
That sentiment, however, has just been 
overridden by the ordinance recently passed 
in that city, extending existing franchises 
and granting certain new ones until 1934. 
That ordinance finally provided, as did all 
previous existing ordinances, for a maxi- 
mum instead of a fixed fare, but it was the 
strenuous purpose of the company and of 
the subservient majority in the City Coun- 
cil to secure the provision that the fare 
“shall be five cents,” and this provision 
was only abandoned at last because the 
public outcry against it endangered the 
ordinance as a whole. Likewise the Allen 
law, now repealed, not only provided for 
fifty-year instead of twenty-year grants but 


it also provided that for the first twenty 


years at least the rate of fare shall be five 
cents.” In all these cases, moreover, this 
fixity of fares partakes or has been in- 
tended to partake of the nature of a con- 
tract, so as to prevent reduction by public 
authority. Whether or not the public has 
the right to regulate fares under a pro- 
vision for a maximum rate, the companies 
clearly regard it as of the utmost im- 
portance to secure the substitution of a 
fixed for a maximum rate in their fran- 
chises. Then they are anxious to secure 
the guaranty of a long period in which 
they may have the right, irrespective of 
invention or scientific progress, to collect 
that arbitrary rate. 

This action of neighboring City Coun- 
cils in making the grants named is quite 
destitute, however, of argumentative value 
in favor of similar action in our own case, 
since, as was true of the passage of the 
Allen law, that action was in every case

Mr, Carnegie was will- 
ing if they would pay him a price based on 
the assumption that the total value of the 
company’s $25,000,000 of capital stock was 
$350,000,000. Mr. Frick and his friends 
. could not pay the price and make any money 
out of the deal. So the trade fell through, 
but Mr, Carnegie kept the million-dollar 
deposit. That was a good stroke of busi- 
ness. It gave him the means with which 
to endow two or more libraries. 6 
Mr. Frick, being unable to buy out Mr. 
Carnegie, wished to sell his own small in- 
terest in the company. By the agreement 
between the stockholders all who want to 
sell out must offer their holdings to Mr. 
Carnegie, who agrees to pay them the 
actual value of their stock, as shown by the 
books. Mr. Frick offered his stock to Mr. 
Carnegie, who was willing to pay $9,000,- 


of the valuation made by Mr. Carnegie 
last year Mr. Frick’s stock is worth $21,- 
000,000, and that is the amount to get 
which he is going to bring suit.

In accordance with the Holy Councils of Trent 
and of the Vatican, I receive all the books of the 
Old and New Testament with all their parts as 
set forth in the fourth session of the Council of 
Trent and contained in the ancient Latin edition 
of the Vulgate, as sacred and canonical, and I 
firmly believs and profess that the said scriptures 
are sacred and canonical—not because, having 
been carefully composed by mere human industry, 
they were afterward approved by the church's 
authority, nor merely because they contain revela- 
tion with no admixture of error, but because, hav- 
ing been written by the inspiraton of the Holy 
Ghost, they have God for their author, and have 
been delivered as such to ths church herself. 
With regard to this article the professor 
asks the Cardinal whether his acceptance 
and profession of it would be equivalent to 
an assertion that there are no “ errors or 
altogether false statements or fabulous nar- 
ratives in the Old ahd New Testaments, 
and whether he would be expected to give 
his asssent to such irrational] stories as the 
creation of the world in any six periods of 
time, the serpent and the tree, the tower 
of Babel, Noah’s ark, the plagues of Egypt, 
Joshua and the sun, Jonah and the whale, 
Lot's wife, and Balaam’s ass, which he 
puts forth as a few examples of things he 
does not believe. In his reply Cardinal 
Vaughan says: “If you are going to give 
the assent of faith only to such doctrines 
as present no difficulties beyond the power 
of your finite intelligence to see through 
and solve by direct answer, you must put 
aside at once all the mysteries of faith, and 
you must frankly own yourself to be a ra- 
tionalist, pure and simple.“ Instead, how- 
ever, of answering the professor’s question 
categorically he refers him to certain writ- 
ings of the fathers, and intimates he should

WHEN IS A BEDSTEAD “BEDDING”? 

Law and literature occasionally get pleas- 
antly mingled and counsel of a literary turn 
of mind have an opportunity to display 
their reading as well as their learning.

Right of Seizure and Search. 


ROM recent e it is apparent that the time 
has come for nations of the world to establish the 
limits of the right of search and the right of seizure. — 
In the recent seizure of German and American ves- 
sels by Great Britain, England, unlike Spain and 
the United States, had given no notification as to 
the procedure she intended to adopt. Germany was 
compelled to demand compensation, and also satis- 
faction, for the outrage to her national honor and 
flag. The London government was without proper 
control over its men-of-war and colonial govern- 
ments; and England had also been incited by com- 
petitors of the German shipowners. . ae 

There are no established laws binding upon all maritime powers upon 


the subject of the rights of neutrals to carry on trade with belligerent coun- 
tries, or the right of belligerents with regard to the trade of neutrals. It has 
been repeatedly proposed that the points of international maritime law 
which were in dispute should be settled by means of international agree- 


ments. | |

Effects of Combination.of 


N any inquiry as to what is the precise effect pro- 
duced by combinations of capital upon the general 
prosperity of the community, the first step is to 
determine just what we mean by prosperity. I shall 
define prosperity as an abundance of commodities 
fairly distributed among those who produce them. 
If this definition of prosperity be correct it must fol- 
low that any industrial organization or system 
which operates to swell the volume of production 
should be commended, and that any that operates 
to restrict it should be condemned. 
| Whether combinations of capital operate to 
= — raise prices or reduce them is a subject about which 
there is wide diversity of opinion. The movement of prices depends upon 
many fo I think it is beyond question that some combinations of cap- 
ital operate to cheapen prices and some operate to make them dearer. I 
think a simple test of the effect on prices of any successful industrial or- 
ganization is to ascertain whether it flourishes through government aid or 
without it. An industry which reduces the price of its product and swells 
its own profits can do so only in one way—that is by increasing the volume 
of its production. On the other hand, an industry which flourishes through 
the aid of the government, direct or indirect, cannot in the nature of things 
be a force to lower prices, : : | 
Under a condition of free trade every article seeking a market, wherev- 
er produced, is exposed to the competition of the whole world. Obviously, 
the control of a market by a trust is facilitated where the field of competi- 
tion is artificially limited.

Where one succeeds in selling his commodity cheap- 
er than the others, he will always be the first to dispose of his product, He 
will therefore have a monopoly, which is the fruit of competition. The 
competition of men in any department of human endeavor, if it be absolute- 
ly free, always develops excellence. Excellence is monopoly, |

principle is, as a matter of fact, the present law of our land—as far, at 


least, as the militia is concerned—service by ballot for all except certain 
privileged classes, such as peers, parsons, articled clerks, only sons of 
widows, and the like. The militia ballot law has never been repealed; it 
was only hung up about eighty years ago by a suspension act, which has 
ever since been included in au annual act known as the expiring laws con-

But we shall beware of gratifying their burning desire to see us on the 
same military footing as themselves. As far as they are concerned there 
is not much—I was almost going to say not the least—likelihood of our 
ever again coming to bléws with any of the continental nations on land. 
Our old continental policy has now been succeeded by what may be called 
a colonial policy, and the great powers with whom we primarily have to. 
deal are the growing powers of our own kith and kin and of our own cre- 
ation, beyond the sea. We now maintain a large standing army, with the 
the object of defending these “ tight little islands” from invasion, and of 
safeguarding the honor and the interests of the empire at all its outlying 
parts over sea, 

It is this peculiar nature of our military problems which renderd con- 
scription a practical impossibility with us. For as Lord Wolseley has re- 
peatedly pointed out, the greater part of our army is always employed be- 
yond seas—garrisoning India, the colonies, and the coaling stations of our 
navy. This is a peculiarity which is shared with us by no other army in 
the world, and we could never apply the principle of compulsion to our sol-

ICHARD W. THOMPSON of I 


for nearly seventy years engaged 
actively and prominently State 
and national politics. He knew inti- 
mately most of the Presidents of the United 


trembling offshoot of Great Britain to its 
present proud position. Of the great men 
he had met and the great events in which 
he had taken part he retained the Hveliest 
memories. He was a mine of historic rem- 


stories, many of them told in his own words, 
are given herewith.

„Dick Thompson, as he was almost uni- 
versally known, was born at Culpepper 
Court House, Va. His father was a typical 
Virginia planter and kept a big estate, with 
plenty of slaves about the place. He was 
related by marriage with the Washingtons, 
and the soldiers and statesmen of revolu- 
tionary times were frequent callers at the 
big manor house. 

One of the most frequent callers at my 
father’s house,” said Colonel Thompson re- 
cently, “ was a revolutionary soldier named 
Foster. He had been with Washington at 
Valley Forge, and used to come in to talk 
o those stirring times with my step- 
mother. But poor Foster almost always 
paid too much attention to the punch bowl, 
and often I was obliged to carry him home. 

„Whenever I think of Foster I am re- 
minded ot the time 1 first met Lafayette. 
At the battle of Brandywine, you remember, 
Lafayette was shot from his horse, and 
would have fallen into the hands of the 
enemy, or possibly died for lack of medical 
attendance, if it had not been for Foster. 
Foster picked him up in his arms and carried 
him off the battlefield. Then he ran for a 


gave Foster credit for saving his life. 

“The first time they met after the war 
was at my father’s house. Lafayette cried 
like a child, and held Foster, who was fairly 
happy.“ in his arms for a long time. .

„During one campaign the great Tom“

He was about 
22 years old, straight as a pine tree, with jet 
black hair and the manner of a man of dis- 
tinction. His entire capital at that time con- 
sisted of 50 cents and the horse on which he 
rode. With half of his cash eapital he 
bought 100 stogies, which he proceeded to 
distribute among the male population of the 
village. 
He announced that he was Richard W. 
Thompson of Culpepper Court House, Va., 
and that he had come out te the far West 
to seek his fortune. Within an hour he had 
made arrangements with Dr. Moberly to 
furnish him with bed and board” at the 
rate of $1.50 a week, the doctor agreeing to 
wait for his pay until Thompson should get 
something to do.

That they 
failed so completely is much due to the 

lack of enterprise shown by their wom- 

eh. They never exerted the proper influence 
im the centers where thy settled. They were 
more indolent than the natives themselves. 
No one familiar with Spanish rule, or rather 
misrule, was surprised at the revolt of the 
Philippine natives. Their wretchedness was 
pitiable. Robbed of everything by the gov- 
ernment and clergy, they were nothing bet- 
tér than serfs of the soil at the mercy of un- 
sérupulous men and women. Everything was 
taken from them, even their beasts and 
‘women. 
Had Spanish women accompanied their 
husbands in larger numbers to the colonies 
d labored in the proper spirit forthe future 
pod of the colony, no such state of things 
uld have existed. One of the greatest 
8 in colonizing is the isolation of men 
f all the refining gentier influences of 
home life. The shocking immorality of the 
monastic clergy met no counterbalance in the 
wholesome life of Spanish colonists. The 
matives saw nothing around them but cor- 
ruption and vice. It revolted them. What is 
curious fact, however, they kept their re- 
t for the Jesuits, who have always pre- 
served a correct line of conduct in the Philip- 
pines, and during all the insurrection the 
Jesuits have been unmolested, which shows 
the Tagals appreciate the difference between 
virtue and vice. 
What I have personally seen of Span 
omen in the colony gives me the impres- 
on that they are both lazy and shiftless. 
They will go about in disorderly gowns, but 
aiways have plenty of money to buy feathers 
A useless trinkets. I have seen them lying

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the hundreds. The children were as scantily 
dressed as herself. All looked healthy and 
happy—robust was the only word which 
could be used for the young fry—yet they 
had been born and raised in the tropics. 
The Dutch are a sturdy race, but I am in- 
clined to believe that their adjusting their 
costume and mode of life to the climate is 
one of the secrets of their vigor, not met 
with in any other European colony. 5

I tound when I arrived in Java that all 
Dutch women w the native sari,’’ even 
when making. s and shopping in the 
morning.

As a rule they are con- 
tented. to allow their husbands and sons to 
take the initiative in the colonial enter- 
prises, and, as the German Emperor puts it, 
to the four K’s in German—chil- 
dren, kitchen, church, and clothes.” They.

GERMAN WOMEN. 
The German women have so recently 
a chance to become colonists that, like the 
American women, they are yet to prove their 
efficiency. 
The Princess Henry of Prussia has, never- 
theless, given an excellent example to the 
women of Germany by going out to share 
her husband’s exile in the extreme Orient. 
She is the first Princess of Europe to leave 
a royal court for a stay in the fat East. Her 
visit flattered the Dowager ‘Empress of 
China, who sent a special escort to meet her, 
and indirectly the Princegs Henry’s visit 
strengthened the German influence in China. 
What French women have accomplished 
in Tonquin and the southern borders of 
ussian women have done in the 
north. hey have not hesitated to accom- 
pany their husbands to Port Arthur, many 
of them traversing the wilds of Siberia to 
accomplish it. Russian women have an 
extraordinary courage, almost heroic. I 
know of one Russian woman, the wife of a 
Colonel, sent on a special mission by the 
Czar to Port Arthur, who made the trip 
across Siberia with six young children—one 
a baby in arms. After leaving the railroad at 
the last station in Siberia this plucky woman 
traveled six weeks in a rough carriage with 
all the babies, the care of which would dis- 
courage miany women under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. Another Russian woman ac- 
companied her husband, a mining engineer, 
into the wilds. of the country near Port 
Arthur, and remained more than two years 
in a mining camp—the only woman there, 
and exposed to rudest privations and rigors 
that only people who have gone to hunt gold 
in perfectly wild lands know anything about. 
Russian women may be justly criticised for 
their treatment of servants and those un- 
der them. It is incomprehensible. I have 


seen charming Russian women spit in the 


faces of servants who made a blunder, and 
upon one occasion, while traveling on a 
steamer in Eastern waters, there was a 
mutiny among the steward's boys because 
& Russian woman had spit in a cabin stew- 


ard's face when he failed to buckle a trunk 


As in their dress, so also in 
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strap properly. The man was a Swiss and 
resented the treatment. There were a num- 
ber of English officers on board who were 
asked by the Captain their opinion. The 
entire sympathy was found to be with the 
steward, and the Russian woman was po- 
litely told such methods of correction were 
not possible among civilized people. 


ITALIAN. COLONISTS. | 

Italian women are good colonists and have 
shown their ability to make homes even in 
the desert. Since Djibonti has been opened 
up and the railroads to Harrar commenced 
a number of Italians have gone into Abys- 
sinla to take part in the construction. The 
majority are accompanied by their wives, 
who have aided to an extent quite remarka- 
ble in building a town on the desert sea- 
coast. During a tour of inspection of the 
works of railroad building I 
pitality of many. of these Halian women. 
They were bright and gay and had arranged 
their modest little homes with comfort. The 
beloved maccaroni was always waiting for 
the men of the family, cooked as only the 
Italians know hew to cook it 

Used to the sunny skies of Italy, the Italian 
women are little affected by tropical heat. 
Two years ago, when I visited Djibonti on

the town has increased in population; which 
now numbers 8,000. There are four com- 
fortable hotels, open air cafés, shops of

Djibonti daily paper. 


GALLIENI’S METHOD. 

A colonizing method adopted by 
Gallieni, which might be used with practical 
benefit in colonizing new American colonies, 
is that of using the same army which con- 
quered the countries to colonize them. In 
this way they could be prepared for the seri- 
ous colonists who would succeed them. This 
system worked admirably in Madagascar, 
‘and is being tried to some small extent in 
Tonquin. It holds an element of success, 
because volunteer armies, such as those in 
America, are made up of young men of all 
trades and professions, who could readily 
adapt themselves to putting in order new 
countries. ‘ 

General Gallieni turned his soldiers into 

„ merchants, and schoolmasters. 
They took kindly to the work, and many re- 
in the counfry as colonists after their 
term of service in the army was over. Sev- 
eral soldiers managed native schools of 300 
and 400 pupils, and were so delighted with 
the experiment that they took farms and 
brought out their wives and children. The 
General also started a number of factories, 
placing soldiers at the heads of each and put- 
ting the natives under their orders, to whose 
intelligence and quickness the French pay 
highest tribute A farming school was given 
over to a non-commissioned officer, who sent 
for. his wife from France, and they are still 
working the estate successfully. Some of 
their native pupils, of whom they have 300, 
have already started for themselves. 


APPLIES TO AMERICA. 


The army as a colonization agent is not 
extraordinary in France, any more than it 
would be in America. In France every man, 
whatever be his trade, must serve for three 
yearsinthearmy. He rarely becomes a pro- 
fessional soldier, and nothing pleases him 
better than to be allowed to work at his own 
trade. The same is true of American les, 
now so reinforced by volunteers taken from 
every class and every trade. Among them 
surely would be found an extellent coloniz- 
ing element. Like the French soldier col- 
onists, they would soon take to liking it se- 
riously and send for their wives and babies 
to share their new labors with them. 

The mortality of the tropics, as far as the 
white man is concerned, has always been an 
impediment towards inhabiting these so- 
called hot lands. The torrid zone, however, 
must inevitably become peopled by the white 
race, and from personal experience of living

Unsanitary habits, 
ignorance of hygiene, caused the first fearful 
ravages among white men who went into 
tropical countries, It is evident one cannot 
live in thé tropics exactly as one lives at 
home. Life must be adapted to the climate 
and condition of the country. | 


MORTALITY REDUCED. | 


The reduction of mortality through im- 
proved sanitation is almost remarkable. 
The annual mortality of the Indian troops 
used to be 69 to each 1.000. Today scarcely 
12 in 1,000 die yearly in India. In many 
colonies, such as Tonquin, the mortality fs 
actually lower than in some parts of 
Europe. Colonies which were formerly 
dubbed “ graveyards’ are now prosperous 
courtries, where wide streets, fine buildings, 
and perfected sewerage render life not only 
healthy but healthier than many of the 
dirty, overcrowded cities of the world. 

Children thrive even better in tropical 
countries than in Europe. The dreaded 
croup, diphtheria, and bronchitis are prac- 
tioally unknown. The tiny mites have the 


vantage of eed are not pee up as in

vents the tropical ills, most of which are 
the result of improper food and easily 
to be avojded. Living représentatives of 
European families now in the tenth genera- 
tion are to be found in the old Spanish 
and French colonies. In Algeria it would 
be difficult to criticise the healthy French- 
men, who are descendants of families who

What is more ‘curious, European game 
fowls and fruits and vegetables may be 
éasily introduced into the tropics.

The real obstacles in the colonies are the 
living organisms, but savages may be tamed, 
wild ts hunted down, and reptiles dis- 
appear with the march of civilization. One 
grows -accustomed to chasing a lizard in 
Cochin China, as one does a mouse in 
America. The experience: is newer, but 
not more disagreeable in consequence. 


IMPORTANCE OF DIET. 

Diet. is of enormous importance. Ab- 
sinthe has killed more Frenthmen than any. 
climate, and the same may be said of the 
alcoholic drinks the Afiglo-Saxon race is 
prone to abuse. .‘One may even labor in 
the tropics. There are Absurd ideas in re- 
gard to this question. Manual labor under 
the broiling sun sh be avoided, and 
if possible left to t natives, but this 
does not prevent ‘colonists. from leading 
an active life and during certain seasons 
performing the more delicate part of manual 
labor. Pride often prevents this more than 
the climate. The English in India are rapid- 
ly getting over the idea that they cannot 
work in the heat; and are taking up the 
trades until recently left to the natives.

pets, fine glassware, or leather articles. All 
these suffer from the climate. The less fur- 
niture in a tropical home the better. 
natives, particularly the Chinese, make ex- 
cellent cheap furniture adapted to the coun- 
try. Carpets are hot and only serve to col- 
lect moths. 

In hot countries floors are 
brick, or polished wood, covered or not, as 
one fancies, with matting. Curtains fade 
and keep out air. Lace rots with the damp- 
ness. Native blinds are more practical and 
cun be easily renewed. The less one has in 
the way of ornaments the happier one is, for 
these add little to the appearance of the 
houses and are difficult to take care of. 
Leather articles rot with the dampness. 
Even paintings and photographs suffer from 
the same cause. 


CLOTHING TO BE USED. 

Little clothing should be taken to the trop- 
les. Duck and linen and certain kinds of 
Silk which are not affected by dampness are 
the only essential kinds of garments. These 
‘are needed in great quantities. Flannel belts 
are a great preventive against sudden 
‘chills and are imposed upon troops, which 
demonstrates their utility. Trunks and 
boxes should be lined with tin to protect 
them during the voyage. . : 

In tropical ‘countries the impression upon 
landing is that of desolation. One imagines 
the heat must render life intolerable. 
Houses appear shabby, their surrounding 
tropical vérdure being the only thing that 
pleases the eye. Nothing is uglier than the 


where. The native is even worse. 
white inhabitants, in their huge mushroom 
sun hats, are curiosities to the newcomer. 
It is astonishing, however, how quickly one 
becomes accustomed to all these things. 

Hotels are never comfortable, although 
often pretentious. An abode of one’s own 
is of. prime importance. Greatest care 
should be used in the selection of a habita- 
tion. Healthy localities should be chosen 
for residences—swampy districts rigorously 
avoided. Houses with two stories are pref- 
erable, and every one should live upstairs 
as much as possible. Prudent people in the 
East never go down-stairs in the morning 
without first drinking a cup of hot tea, as a 
preventive against fevers. There al- 
ways a dampness of the ground that per- 
vades the first stories. : 


HOUSE WITHIN A HOUSE. 

The best kind of a house to live in is a 
house within a house, as it were—the inte- 
rior building entirely surrounded by an outer 
wall built at least two or three yards from 
the inner one, which it protects from the 
gun, allowing the air to circulate between 
‘Lhe walls, and preventing the fine rains from 
settling upon the actual walls of the house. 
in good weather the corridors form exterior 
rooms for studios, playrooms, or tearooms, 
and are often beautifully furnished. 

The sun is the mortal enemy of the colonist, 
and care should be taken that no ray pene- 
trates the living-rooms. Many people have 
been sunstruck by the light falling in a 
vertical ray upon their heads while reading 
or writing in their houses. 

A well equipped bathroom is a necessity, 
frequent bathing being essential to health. 
The lack of bathrooms in the French, Dutch, 
and Spanish colonies is quite incompre- 
hensible. 


CHILDREN THRIVE. 
Children can be safely taken to the tropics, 


-ommon senge is all that is necessary in car- 
ing for them—common sense and constant 
Surveillance. Native nurses never fully re- 
place white nurses, but the latter are neither 
practical nor possible in the tropics All 
natives are, however, good servants if prop- 
erly looked after. It takes more of them 
to do the work of a house. They are rela- 
tively not expensive, and attach themselves 
to their masters much as do the Southern 
negroes, ready to lay down their lives if 
necessary to save their master or his prop- 
erty. 

The table in the tropics can be almost 
as luxurious as at home. While fresh meat

Every one pays great attention 
to food in the colonies, and the cooking is 
well done by the natives, who readily learn 
the most intricate dishes, and are proud of 
their profession. A native cook must al- 
ways have his assistants, but as he pays 
them himself it is a matter of no concern 
for the mistress of the house. 3 

Preserved butter and canned vegetables 
enter necessarily into the daily menu, but 
both, if of good quality, ean be prepared 
palatably for use. Milk is difficult to obtain. 
but good condensed milk is almost as useful 
as fresh milk, and is the regular diet of ba- 
dies and young children. Abstaining from 
alcoholic drinks is a great aid to health, 
Even coffee is to be avoided, as it is bad for 
the nerves. Infusions of tea, filtered water, . 
and fruit juices, such as lemons, oranges, 
and currants, are the safest beverages. . 
There are occasſons when brandy is neces- 
sary, but they are the exception. 

White meats should be eaten. Young, lean 
pork is the regular diet of the natives in hot 
countries. Chicken and fish are excellent. 
as a rule abundant; and cheap. Vegetables | 
and fruits are less essential than many im- 
agine. Rice takes the place of vegetables, 
and should be eaten in great quantities. | 
Native fruits furnish a sufficient variety.

PROTECTING THE HEAD. 

To protect the head from the sun every 
one should wear a sun hat. Women have 
suffered more from sunstrokes in hot cli- 
mates than men, owing to their vanity in 
refusing to wear the unpicturesque sun hat. 
Many cases of fever are due to the ex- 
posure of the head to the sun, to say noth- 
ing of other tropical ills. Protecting chil- 
dren from the sun is a mother’s duty of 
grave importance. 

The tiny folks should take their airings 
before 9 o'clock in the morning and after 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. Even a baby in 
arms should wear a sun hat and be protected 
by an umbrella. Natives are not subject to 
sunstroke, and it is difficult to make them 
understand the importance of Keeping the 
white babies’ heads covered. 

There is nothing like white for clothing, 
and washing is cheap. Foreign silks and 
satins cut through with exposure to damp- 
ness and become useless after slight wear. 
The French style of going about in loose 
wrappers and the Dutch adoption of native 
dress will find scant favor with the Ameri- 
can women. Like their English cousins, they 
will no doubt find it best to adopt loose shirt- 
waists and light weight skirts belted in at 
the waist for hot days. The body should be 
left as free as possible. Tight clothes are a 
real agony in the East. 

Exercise, like work, in the tropics is often 
pronounced impossible for the white man. 
The theory is quite erroneous. Exercise is 
absolutely necessary in the tropics. Eng- 
lish men and women comprehend this. They 
play tennis and polo during the hottest 
weather. It takes moral courage to do it, 
but it Is necessary to combat the deadly 
tendency towards complete visivity, which 
in the course of time, if not resisted, reduces 
the colonist to a low physical and mental 
condition. During the middle of the day 
the heat is such that walking is quite im- 
possible, but early in the morning or late in 
the afternoon it is healthful exercise. Too 
‘much cannot be said in favor of exercise 
during a stay in the tropics. It is one of 
the essentials to perfect health.

WILL say now that when I look back 
on that mofning it is evident there was 


a lack of discipline or command on 
board the Pirate, but at the time it did

Steward and cabin boys; the steward, how- 
ever, generally has a stateroom aft near 
those of the mates, while the “ doctor” 
bunks next his galley. The carpenter hav- 
ing permission to burn a light, generally 
turns his shop or bunkroom into a meeting 
place for those officers who rate the distinc- 
tion of being above the ordinary sailor: Here 
one can always hear the news aboard ships 
where the discipline is not too rigid; for the 
mates, bos' n. doctor,“ steward, and some- 
times even the quartermasters, enjoy his 
hospitality. 

Trunnell was on the poop, and the Captain 
was below. I had a chance to get a little bet- 
ter insight into the natures of my shipmates 
if I could join in their conversation, or even 
listen to it for awhile. My position as sec- 
ond mate was not too exalted to prohibit 
terms of intimacy with the carpénter, or, for 
that matter, even the bos'n. 

I took a last look to windward, over the 


cold southern ocean, where the sharp even- 


ing breeze was rolling the short seas into 
little patches of white. The horizon was 
clear and there was no prospect for some 
time of any sudden call to shorten sail.

K. FAIRBANK.

— 
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K. FAIRBANK had been a member 

of the Chicago Board of Trade for 

almost seventeen years when the 
@ great August wheat corner of 1872 

was first conceived. Mr. Fairbank 
came to Chicago in 1855, and during the first 
ten years of his Board of Trade membership 
acted as Western agent of David Dows & 
Co. of New York. It was while he wasserv- 
ing as agent of this company that he be- 
came interested in lard manufacture. He 
bought and sold lard on the board, and oc- 
casionally took a small flyer in wheat. 
He became, in fifteen years, one of the most 
prosperous, operators in the market. 
The big August wheat corner was planned 
early in June of 1872. At that time the 
wheat growing areas of the world, outside 
of the United States and France, amounted 
practically to nothing, and a shortage in 
the French crop meant that Europe had to 
depend almost wholly on America. 
The Board of Trade was located at that 
time In what was called the “ Shanty,” a 


‘frame building abutting on the South Branch 


of the Chicago River not far from Madison 
street. The present Board of Trade struc- 
ture was not yet büflt. B. P. Hutchinson, 
Sidney Kent, Asa Dow, and Mr. Fairbank 
wehbe among the largest operators on the 


| board. Mr. Fairbank was a confirmed bull. 


When the reports of a French shortage 
began coming in not much attention was 
paid to them at first. Nobody thought ofa 
corner. Reports came in from time to time 
of bad weather in the wheat lands of the 
Northwest, but crop reports at that time 
were imperfect, and pronounced bulls on 
the market were not numerous. 


Nove to Corner Wheat. 


Mr. Fairbank looked far ahead, how- 
ever, and early in the summer he began 
quietly buying wheat. John B. Lyon, Asa 
Dow, B. P. Hutchinson, and Sidney Kent. 
joined with him. Mr. Fairbank seldem ap- 
peared on the floor, and most of the buying 
for the syndicate, which was conducted 
quietly all through the summer, was done 
through Mr. Lyon. Mr. Fairbank’s name 
seldom appeared in connection with the 
purchases, and it was not generally known 
that he was helping to back the deal. 
There was no talk of an effort at a wheat 
corner, and the buying attracted no at- 
tention, even among the old operators who 
were with the shorts. The purchases were 
all of No. 2 August wheat. 

There wis a little side effort at a corner 
in July, and George F. Harding, who had 
engineered it, caused a slight flurry. This 
probably took away attention from the buy- 
ing of the big syndicate. Moreover, when- 
ever the August purchases attracted any 
attention it was supposed they were being 
made for Canadian customers. 8 

Mr. Fairbank and the syndicate bought all 
through July, and, finally, two days before 
August, the Board of Trade operators waked 
up and discovered a syndicate was at work. 
By that time reports were coming in of 
an almost total loss of the French crop. 
The wheat in the Northwest was also said 
to be badly off. On July 31 August wheat 
closed at 51.31, having Jumped up 7% cents 
on the belief that somebody was trying to 
corner the market. 

By Aug. 5 the syndicate had filled up all 
the elevator room in Chicago with August 


wheat. In order to make room for more 


purchases Mr. Fairbank and the other mem- 
bers started to move out the wheat in store. 
As soon as this grain was moved out, Au- 
gust wheat was shipped in from Milwaukee, 
and the syndicate had all it could do to 
handle it. 

All the members of the syndicate had 
large credits at the Chicago banks and al- 


on $1 wheat. In spite of the August wheat 
that poured into the city by lake and by 
rail, the syndicate bought it all. When the 
bins got full they moved out enough grain 
to make way for new purchases, and did 
not once let up on their plan to buy all the 
August wheat that could be offered. 
Looked Like a Sure Thing.” 

By Aug. 7 the big corner appeared to have 
a sure thing of the market. A flood of 
reports came in showing that a big shortage 


existed at the edge of the new crop. In one 
bound, on Aug. 7, the cash price of August 


Mr. Fairbank and his friends refused to set- 
tle at any price on August options and the 
scared holders of shorts were obliged to buy 
the little wheat offered for sale in competi- 
tion with the big corner. The board was in 
an almost panicky condition. ä 

At the same time that August wheat got to 
be worth $1.45 all the farmers in the North- 
west suddenly waked up. The harvest was 
about half over, but little wheat was being 
shipped to Chicago. The corner had done 
its buying so quietly during July that the 
elevator men did not havea chance to follow 
the usual method of that day and turn No. 3 
wheat, with the help of a fanning mill, into 
No. 2, the grade the syndicate was buying. 

When the farmers saw a chance to sell 
their wheat in Chicago at $1.45 the stories 
of a crop famine took on a different color, 
Every fanning mill in the Northwest was 
set to work to raise the lower grades of 


. wheat into No. 2. A rush to ship wheat to 


Chicago began, the like of which nobody ever 
had heard of before. The green wheat in the 
Northwest was dried and rushed to the 
nearest railroad track and started off. 

Still the syndicate kept buying. All the 
wheat that was offered it wastakenup. On 
Aug. 13 there was a grain blockade on every 
railroad leading into Chicago. As fast as 
the elevators filled up the syndicate started 
the grain Hast, announcing that better 
prices could be got for it abroad than in 
America. 

In the midst of this deluge of wheat or- 
fered to Mr. Fairbank and his friends fresh 
reports came from France that the crop 
there was an absolute failure. . 

On Aug. 13, the day these reports were 
read on Change, August wheat went up to 
$1.60, the second highest price ever known 
on the board. Up to this top price Mr. 
Fairbank and the other members of the cor- 
ner,
